doors and wrestled him to the ground. 
“They call it a dynamic entry,” Or- 


gill said. “They were ready to go in for 


a period of time. As soon as they de- 
termined the negotiations were fruit- 
less and they knew where he was and 
that he didn’t have the weapon 
nearby, they made entry and took 
him into custody.” 

The suspect never made any de- 
mands. 

At the height of the standoff about 
16 officers surrounded the house. 
Neighbors were not evacuated but 
were advised to stay inside, Orgill 
said. 

Vuyk said the man apparently was 
upset because of a court appearance 
he had scheduled Wednesday and 
possibly because of some family dis- 
agreements.

WASHINGTON President 
Bush’s long-awaited health-care plan 
calls for $100 billion in vouchers and 
tax breaks to help poor and middle- 
class Americans buy health in- 
surance, government and congres- 
sional sources said Wednesday. 

In a package to be unveiled in 
Cleveland on Thursday, Bush will 
urge giving poor people vouchers 
worth up to $3,750 to purchase cover- 
age, said the sources, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity. Middle-class 
people would be given tax deductions 
of up to $3,750 as well. 

An administration document ob- 
tained by The Associated Press esti- 
mates that 95 million Americans 
would use the vouchers and tax cuts. 

The president will propose paying 
for the benefits by paring back ex- 
pected growth of the government’s 
rapidly expanding Medicaid and 
Medicare spending. 

About two-thirds of the $100 billion 
five-vear cost would come from Medi- 
eare, which provides health care for 
34 million elderly and handicapped 
people. The rest would come from 
limits on Medicaid, which helps 30 
million poor Americans get medical 
care. 

The president’s plan allows him to 
begin his re-election campaign with 
specific proposals to address a prob- 
lem that polls show increasingly trou- 
bles the public. Democratic rivals 
have advanced several packages of 
their own. 

Chief among voters’ concerns are 
the rapidly growing costs of health 
care and the fact that the recession 
has foreed many Americans to lose 
their health insurance along with 
their jobs. 

The nation spent about $700 billion 
on health services in 1990, about one 
dollar in every eight. Some 35 million 
people are now without health in- 
surance. 

“My plan ensures that people can 
find health care, choose health care, 
afford health care and keep health 
care,” Bush said in a speech to the 
Small Business Legislative Council 
on Wednesday. 

“Is his plan a step in the right direc- 
tion? Does it make it more affordable, 
does it make it more accessible? Yes, 
it does,” said Sen. Bob Packwood of 
Oregon, ranking Republican on the 
Senate Finance Committee, which 
oversees health legislation. 

Bush would provide health-care 
vouchers of $1,250 for individuals, 
$2,500 for couples and $3,750. for 
families of three or more whose in- 
comes are at or below the poverty 
level. 

That amount would be gradually 
phased down as incomes rise — to 
$125, $250 and $375 for people earn- 
ing 150 percent of the poverty level.

U.S. productivity posts narrow increase 


WASHINGTON — The productivity of American workers barely rose in 
1991, the government said Wednesday, as the nation struggled to shake off 
recession sluggishness and meet competition from Japan and Europe. 

Productivity — output per hour of work — grew just 0.2 percent for 
non-farm workers after falling 0.1 percent in 1990 and 0.9 percent in 1989. 

The Labor Department report was released on the heels of Japanese Prime 
Minister Kiichi Miyazawa’s remark, which he said had been misunderstood, 
that Americans had lost their work ethic. 

But economists said the lackluster productivity growth had less to do with 
laziness and more to do with the natural fluctuations during the business cycle, 
the inability of debt-laden corporations to invest in modern equipment, poor 
management, demographic trends and the educational decline. 

Productivity nearly always slacks off as the economy enters a recession, as it 
did in July 1990. That’s because sales and factory production fall faster than 
businesses can trim their payrolls. 

The reverse occurs when recoveries begin. Businesses are reluctant to 
begin hiring again until they are sure sales and production gains will be 
sustained. Therefore, productivity rises faster than average. 

Examined by quarter, productivity was weakest in the last half of 1990, 
falling in both the third and fourth quarters. 


Council keeps sanctions on Iraq intact 


UNITED NATIONS — The Security Council escalated its confrontation 
with Iraq on Wednesday by renewing its commitment to punishing sanctions 
and issuing informal threats of tougher action. 

In a bimonthly review of sanctions imposed on Ivaq for its invasion of 
Kuwait, the 15-member council decided to keep in place an 18-month-old 
worldwide ban on almost all trade with Saddam Hussein’s government. 

Diplomats hinted that tougher action — possibly including a threat of 
military force — could be taken if Iraq does not fully cooperate with U.N. 
inspections of its nuclear, chemical and biological weapons facilities. 

“Stand by for further news,” U.S. Ambassador Thomas Pickering told 
reporters after chairing a closed-door council meeting. He declined to elabo- 
rate. 

Austrian Ambassador Peter Hohenfellner, chairman of the U.N. sanctions 
committee, said he and fellow diplomats did not know why Iraq was not 
cooperating. 


Tyson hearing postponed by lethal fire 


INDIANAPOLIS — A deadly fire early Wednesday at the hotel where 
Mike Tyson’s jurors were sequestered forced a delay of his rape trial. The 
mayor requested a federal arson investigation, and security was increased at 
the courthouse. 

The fire at the Indianapolis Athletic Club killed two firefighters and a hotel 
guest and injured 12. Jurors in night clothes were safely evacuated. 

Hours later, the former world heavyweight champion showed up briefly at 
the City-County Building, where he is being tried on charges of rape and 
criminal deviate conduct. Tyson, 25, faces up to 60 years in prison if convicted. 

The trial will resume Thursday with the jurors being questioned in cham- 
bers by Marion Superior Court Judge Patricia J. Gifford, prosecutors and 
defense attorneys, court spokesman Joe Champion said. 

The interviews will determine whether any juror was compromised while 
standing on the sidewalk outside the hotel where all had been shielded from 
public and press. 

Two experts from the federal Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms will 
help with the investigation, Public Safety Director Michael Beaver said.

China’s lifetime job security in jeopardy 

BEIJING — Lifetime job security, one of the hallowed traditions of 
Chinese communism, is coming under assault as the government threatens to 
shake up and shut down failing state companies. 

“Of course I’m scared. If we go under, I’ll have nothing to eat,” said a 
38-year-old woman who works at the Beijing Electric Component Factory, 
one of those most likely to be closed. The factory halted production months ago 
because it couldn’t sell its products. 

In the old days, the state would have kept it going by pumping in more 
money. But after its 11th budget deficit in 12 years, the government is running 
out of funds and patience for the 39 percent of China’s 102,000 state factories 
that are operating in the red.

Cannon campaign accused of bad timing 


SALT LAKE CITY — The head of Utah’s Democratic Party claims 
Republican Senate hopeful Joe Cannon walked a “thin line” by airing campaign 
ads at the same time his Geneva Steel touted pollution controls. 

“] just question the timing and propriety of it,” Democratic Chairman Peter 
Billings Jr. said during a news conference Wednesday. 

But Cannon’s campaign manager, Jim Young, contends there was no link 
between the TV ads and the steel company’s mailing of videotapes to commu- 
nity leaders and state legislators in recent weeks. 

Billings said the mailing, which came during one of the Wasatch Front’s 
worst spells of air pollution in years, was a thinly veiled attempt to “inoculate” 
Cannon from responsibility for the pollutants produced by the Orem steel mill. 

Since Cannon led a business coalition that bought the aging plant from USX 
in 1987, Geneva has spent $113 million on air pollution control devices, said 
Young, who is on leave from his job as Geneva’s vice president of corporate 
communications.

Suspension 
of ‘91 BYUSA

BYU professor leads 
vision of free radio 


Japan bashing has reached center stage in 
the United States because of the new push to 
put “America First.” 

“Vote for me, buddy, and I won’t send your 
money overseas,” is the rhetoric of conserva- 
tive Patrick Buchanan. Workers are picket- 
ing in Detroit and Los Angeles demanding 
that citizens “buy American.” 

Ironically, it is this same patriotic pride in 
America that helped to tear down the iron 
curtain and destroy communism in Europe. 
It’s the patriotic pride in the American way of 
life, and the virtues of it, which led to the 
Voice of America, Radio Free Europe and 
Radio Liberty. These international broad- 
casting programs were a key part in commu- 
nism’s fall. With the end of the cold war 
America is now looking into the future of 
international broadcasting. Fortunately, the 
“America First” crusade hasn’t yet turned 
into isolationism. 

In fact, there is a vision for the future of 
international broadcasting. Part of this vision 
comes from BYU communications professor 
John Hughes. The Pulitzer Prize winning 
journalist and former editor of The Christian 
Science Monitor chaired President Bush’s 
Task Force on U.S. Government Interna- 
tional Broadcasting. 

The task force considered “American 
broadcasting in a very new world order” un- 
der the premise that American international 
broadcasting played a major role in the con- 
test of ideas between the democratic West 
and the communist Hast. 

The Daily Universe commends the task 
force and Professor Hughes’ leadership. The 
Task Force states clearly that scaling back 
American international broadcasting would 
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be wrong. 

In addition, the Task Force proposed that 
the President increase the influence of Voice 
of America in Asia. “Programming should be 
augmented with more material targeted to- 
ward China. 

Considering the impact of Radio Free Eu- 
rope and Radio Liberty on communism in 
Europe, Gorbachev himself said he relied on 
RFE while under house arrest during the 
August coup for information, expanding 
broadcasts to China is in the best interest of 
the U.S. and the people of China, Vietnam 
and North Korea. 

It was during the former Soviet Union’s 
August coup that RFE and RL had their 
brightest hours. Thanks came from hundreds 
of people craving information, and although 
having a definite democratic slant, it was reli- 
able information. 

Polish President Lech Walesa said that the 
impact of American international broadcast- 
ing in his country “can’t even be described.” 

On Dee. 9, 1991, Radio Liberty opened its 
own Moscow bureau. Through continued ef- 
forts and following the vision of people like 
John Hughes, The Voice of America will be 
opening a bureau in Beijing by the end of the 
century.

I choose to drive a Daihatsu 


The recent tide of Japan-bashing has left 
me wondering if I’m unpatriotic, overly 
pragmatic, or just downright evil. To make 
a long confession short, I’m an American 
consumer who drives a Japanese car. 

My decision used to be so clear-cut. I 
wanted the best deal for my money, which to 
me, translates to good gas mileage, comfort, 
and above all, reliability. Visiting Mr. Good- 
wrench is a habit that takes time and money 
I don’t have. 

So I bought Japanese, but it didn’t bother 
me until now. As I see the increasing polar- 
ization between the American and Japanese 
production systems, though, I’m trying to 
decide just where I stand. 

First of all, I fail to see why I’m a traitor 
just because I didn’t buy from Lee Iacocca. 
(I still say the Pledge of Allegiance and 
salute the flag, by the way.) What — I 
stepped out of my link in the consumer-cycle 
of corporate American social Darwinism or 
something? 

There’s a deeper reason I didn’t “buy 
American”’to begin with. It’s called “per- 
sonal experience.” In 1975, my dad bought a 
Toyota Corolla that ran for 150,000 miles 
before it was sold three years ago. Apart 
from one major mechanical breakdown, the 
car required only minor repairs and mainte- 
nance in the 14 years he owned it. 

Let’s contrast this with the Chevy Chev- 
ette Dad bought in 1982. This car’s legend — 
all that’s left of it — lives on in infamy in my 
family folklore. First breakdown: 10,000 
miles. Clutch repaired: four times. Other 
repairs: transmission, power steering, 
axles... let’s not forget the frequent tire 
wear, the broken speedometer and the 1 in2 
odds of the car actually starting when the 
key was turned. Dad sold it for scrap ($200) 
four years ago. 

For some reason, I decided to buy 
Japanese. If anyone wondered, my 1988 Dai- 
hatsu has run for almost 70,000 miles with no 


problem but the stereo speakers. 

It goes without saying that many Ameri- 
can consumers have had similar experi- 
ences, and now in these times of recession, 
the American automakers must save face. 
True, it’s not 1982 anymore, and some do- 
mestic models do compare favorably with 
the Japanese product. A look through “Con- 
sumer Reports” and the J.D. Power automo- 
bile survey bears this out. 

However, what isn’t pointed out often 
enough is that some American models still 
don’t stand up to the Japanese automobile 
product as a whole. 

Why else do Japanese cars sell so well 
here? Why is Japan barring our products, 
and acting so arrogantly smug about their 
evident superiority on top of it all? The an- 
swer lies in the root issue: quality. 

Sadly enough, the American automakers, 
currently acting under the recession-in- 
duced impetus of economic McCarthyism, 
are too busy whining and pointing fingers at 
their competition to even tiy to build a bet- 
ter automobile. 

In return, Japan is firing off a continual 
string of insults directed towards the Ameri- 
can worker, thus becoming a viable contes- 
tant in the “ugly contest.” “Right” and 
“wrong” virtually disappear in a firestorm of 
insults and accusations. 

The whole debate has led me to one con- 
clusion. America is actually capable of mak- 
ing a better car than Japan. 

The American corporate heads simply 
have to stop worrying about huge profits 
and wintering in Acapulco, go back to the 
proverbial drawing board, and put their best 
effort into putting out a better product than 
the Japanese. 

America cannot win this economic battle 
by marching over to Japan — or, for that 
matter, the American consumer — and arro- 
gantly demanding, with all the grace of ma- 
chine-gun diplomacy, that they “buy Ameri- 
can.” 

The only way out of the mess the Ameri- 
can automakers are in is to beat the 
Japanese at their own game of producing 
quality, not to force our products on them. 
Translated — America will be No. 1 again 
when its quality is No. 1. 

In the meantime, Japanese products will 
probably sell quite well in America, and 
whether it’s self-serving, unpatriotic or evil, 
I'll probably buy them if they’re better than 
what America makes.

280 THOUSAND people. I’ve never experi- 
enced worse air quality in my life than I have 
here, yet Silicon Valley has 10 times more 
inhabitants than Utah Valley and Southern 
California has 36 times more. With these 
numbers [have a hard time believing that the 
main source of air pollution comes from auto 
emissions. Also, in California I have never 
walked outside and began coughing because 
of particulate emmisions entering my lungs 
as I do here. I'd like to thank Geneva Steelin 
part-for that enlightening experience, and 
with Joe Cannon in the Senate we may get 
more of just that. 

Here in Utah Valley I don’t see car-pool 
lanes on I-15, Park-and-Ride bus stops nor a 


mass transit system. Some corporations in 
California give $20 to $40 monthly bonuses to 
employees who carpool. Does that happen 
here? ARCO has -an emissions controlled 
gasoline that has helped reduce air pollution 
by about 280 million tons of pollutants every 
year in California and has recently developed 
a gasoline that will burn as clean as methanol. 
There are no ARCO stations here. Californi- 
ans don’t blame their pollution problems on 
UCLA, USC, Stanford or any other large 
university and suggest that their students 
not be allowed to have cars because it’s a 
stupid idea. People and government work 
together instead of blaming others or ban- 
ning people from having cars. 

Provo-Orem just got voted America’s most 
livable city by Money magazine in large part 
because of its well-educated work force, and 
that’s thanks to BYU. BYU brings millions of 
dollars into the valley and thousands of jobs.

Nu Skin moving into new building

“Nu Skin had undertaken a refund 
policy voluntarily prior to the filing of 
the suit,” Chaffetz said. 

The settlement has aided in favor- 
able conclusions in several other

A University Police officer and a 
BYU student were allegedly as- 
saulted during an argument over a 
tennis court reservation Jan. 30.

According to police reports, the 
BYU student was allegedly hit by 
Pututau with a tennis ball. Then 
Pututau allegedly hit him on the neck 
with his hand and kicked him in the 
back, forcing the BYU student to his 
knees. 

Three University Police officers re- 
sponded to the call. 

According to police reports, the 
student identified Pututau as the as- 
sailant and said he wanted to press 
charges. 

Officer Ann Richey said Pututau 
“appeared very anxious and said sev- 
eral times that he needed to leave for 
work. He said that he didn’t have time 
to talk with us anymore.” 

When police told Pututau that he 
was under arrest he allegedly “pulled 
them (his arms) to his chest, swinging 
his elbows around,” according to po- 
lice reports. 

Officer Jeff Strong, in a police re- 
port, said, “Pututau swung his hand 
back at me, striking me in the face and 
breaking my glasses.” 

“Finally we were able to get Putu- 
tau’s hands behind his back and -he 
was handcuffed,” Richey said in a po- 
lice report. 

Pututau was brought to the Utah 
County Jail where he was charged 
with two counts of assault.

NEW YORK — Scientists have 
discovered a genetic abnormality that 
apparently causes the most common 
adult form of muscular dystrophy, a 
discovery that could help research 
into developing a treatment. 

The finding also should allow better 
diagnosis of the inherited condition, 
called myotonic dystrophy, prena- 
tally or before symptoms appear in 
later life, experts said. 

Early diagnosis is important be- 
cause symptoms may not appear until 
after a person has had children, un- 
wittingly passing along the flawed 
gene. 

Myotonie dystrophy affects about 
one in every 7,000 to every 8,000 peo- 
ple worldwide.
